A concern coming under the 
proposed plan also escapes the risk 
of suffering exorbitant verdicts at 
the hands of a jury. The insurance 
premium, instead of being used to 
resist suits, as under the present sys­ 
tem, goes to pay the injured work­ 
man for time lost. So long as* the 
compensation is paid an injured em­ 
ploye. his employer is relieved abso­ 
lutely from further liability for dam ­ 
ages.
